The President Preclaims.the Oklahoma 
Territory. 

Wasaincroyx,, March 13.—The following 
proclamation was issued by the president late 
this afternoon: 

By the president of the United Btates of

aud occupation, and 

Whereas, the!aws of the United States provide 
for the 1¢cmoval ofall persons residing or being 
found upon such Indian lands and territory with- 
out the permission expressly and legally obtained 
Oi the mterior department, 

Now, therefore, for the purpose of protecting the 
public interest, as well as the interests of the In- 
cdién pDations and tribes, and to the end that no 
PcTsch Or persons may be induced to enter upou 
taid territory, where they will not be allowed to 
remain without pernission of the authority afore- 
said, 1, Grever Cleveland, president of the United 
States, do hereby warn and admonish all and 
every perron or persons now in the occupation of 
such Jands, and all such person or persons as are 
intending, preparing or thrcatening to euter and 
settle upon the same,«that they will neither be 
permitted to enter upon said territory, nor 
ii already there to remain thereon, and that in 
case Gue regard for and volustary obedience to the 
laws and treaties of the United States and of this 
admonition apd warning be not sufiicient to effect 
the eb both and intentions of the government as 
herein deciared, the military power of the United 
States will be invoked to abate all such unauthor- 
ized possession, to preventsuch threatened entry 
and occupation. and to remove all such intruders 
from said Indian lands.

Shertening the Ferce of the Treasury 


Department, 

Wasnigoton, March 13.—The first official 
ection of Secretary Manning in regard to the 
changes in the force under the treasury de- 
partment was announced this merning. It 
consists of a material reduction of the force in 
the special agents division, whereby it is ex- 
pected a saving of 346,000 annually will be et- 
tected.

THE STRIKERSIN PENNSYLVANIA, 
MISSOURI AND TEXAS. 


The Miescvri Pacific Strike Growing in Earnestn oss 
~A Proclamation by Governor Marmaduke— 
Enticing Laborers Away trom tlhe Com- 
pafy—The Striker’s Movements. 


Fort Wayxe,. March 13.—Twenty-six ma- 
chinest arrived here from Chicago at eight 
o’clock last evening, having been imported by 
the Wabash company to take the places of the 
men now on a strike at this point. They ar- 
rived ina car attached toa treight train on 
the Wabash road, having left Chicago at seven 
o'clock Wednesday evening. They were 
brought by a circutous route, via-Springfield, 
in order to avoid the suspicions of the strikers. 
The fact of their presence became known to 
the strikers at about 10 p. m., when a com- 
mittee was sent to interview the new comers‘ 
who are mostly Germans, at the Washington 
house.

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ENGLAND AND RUSSIA. 


AN AGREEMENT BETWEEN THE 
TWO COUNTRIES. 


James Sephbensand Other Fenians Marched Outof 
France— Quarrel Between the Pope and Rus- 
sis-The Irish Episcopal Gathering 
Postponed--Other Foreign News. 


Parts, March 13.—An immense sensation 
hes been caused in this city by the stand 
which the authorities haye taken toward the 
fenian agitators. In addition to the arrests of 
James Stephens, Eugene Davis and John 
Morrissey, which were made yesterday after- 
noon, the police have this morning arrested 
a journalist narhed Mortimer Leroy and an- 
other fenian whose name has not been learned. 
Mrs. Stephens was also arrested but was sub- 
sequently released. The arrests already made 
are apparently only the beginning of what is 
contemplated on the part of the authorities. 
Warrants for the expulsion of the other fenian 
leaders have been issued. Further arrests are 
expected. 3 

Stephens, Davis, Morrissey and Leroy were 
taken to the frontier of France to-aay and 
warned notte return. Stephens begged per- 
mission to be allowed to proceed to Havre, so, 
that he might take the steamer there for 
America, but the authorities refused to grant 
bis request. Davis and Morrissey, who were 
confined at the prefectory, were subjected to an 
examination this morning. It is reported that 
the police have made an important discovery. 

Stephens, Davis and Leroy and two anarch- 
ises were expelled from France into Belgium. 
It is now learned that Morrissey has not been 
expelled as was at first reported. He has been 
allowed to remain in Paris. 

L’utransigeent, in its issue of to-day, pro- 
tests against the arrest of Stephens, who to- 
gether with Davis and Leroy, was expelled 
irom lranceto-day, and declares that this ac- 
tion indicates that Prime Minister Ferry is 
ready to outrage the liberties of the refugees 
who have soughtan asylum in France, of 
of which ministers of the empire would 
never have dreamed of doing. 
L'intransigeant, says: “Stephens has 
resided in Paris since 1868, the empire allow- 
ing him to live in peace, despite the fact that 
ihe English government demanded his extra- 
dition.

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THE AFGHAN LINE, 


Kelations Existing Between England 
and Russia, 

Lonpox, March 13.—The war department 
is waking preparations with. a view to the 
possible cceurrence of serious trouble in Af- 
ghanisten. Orders have been sent to the ar- 
renals in Bombay and Bengal, to prepare all 
kinds of ammunition. Details for two army 
corps have been already completed. Each 
ofthem will number 1,500 officers, 35,300 men 
and 11,800 horses. The admiralty is making 
arrangements to have the fleet of transport in 
readiness. 

Itis believed that the delay inthe with- 
drawal of the Russian outposts on the Afghan 
frontier is possibly due to their distance from 
the terminus of the telegraph line, as the dis- 
patches ordering their wihdrawal would have 
to be carried for the remainder of the distance 
by messengers. The supportersof the gov- 
ernment still consider peace probable. 

The tone of the Russian press continues ex- 
tremely bellicose. Open delarations are made 
that LKussia intends to have Herat. The 
Novore Veremgia calis the approaching meet- 
ing of Lord Dutlerin, viceroy of India, and 
the ameer«f Afghanistan, a military demon- 
stration on the Russian frontiers. ‘‘Russt 
end England,” the writer continues,*‘will soon 
meet cn dry land, and the result will be that 
the isolated security hitherto enjoyed by the 
British empire will be destroyed.” 

A RUSSIAN OPINION. 

Baron Mobrenheim, Russian ambassador in 
France, has been interviewed in regard to the 
present Anglo-Russian situation. He ex- 
pressed the opinion that the Emperor William 
would exert bis influence to avert war, and 
that he would also endeavor te induce Eng- 
lend to makesome concessions. He hooted the 
idea that Russia would withdraw her troops 
from the positions at the present occupied. 
Such action would reflect dishonor upon 
Russian arme. In case England did not de- 
clare war, it was certain in his opinion that 
Russia would not do so. He thought it ex- 
tremely unlike that England gvould declare 
War, as she had he: bands full already. De 
Giers, tbe Russian prime minister, was ani- 
mated by a desirg for peace. The influence of 
the war party in Russia had diminished since 
the death of General Scobeleil. 

AN ARRANGEMENT REACHED, 

In the hevse of commons this afternoon Mr. 
Gladsioxe announced that an agreement had 
been arrived at between Russia and England, 
by the terms of which neither Russian nor 
Afghan forces would advance any further on 
either side of the frontier. 

Sir Stafford Northcote asked whether this 
agreenient was a permanent or temporary ar- 
rengement. 

Mr. Gladstone replied that an agreement 
without any specific time limit was the 
best discription he could give. He said that 
the sgreement was to last as long as there was 
occas.on for it. [Laugbter.] This agreement, 
he said, provides against a 
rupture of the friendly relation 
between the two governments in the event éf a 
collision between the Afghan and Russian 
outposts, which might possibly occur, while 
dispetches are being conveyed to the opposing 
commanders. 

Wm. E. Foster, hberal member for Brad- 
ford, asked whether this agreement was a new 
one or one which bad been supposed to be in 
force for some time past. 

Mr. Gladstone replied that it was a new 

ecreement. 
' The srrangement between England and 
Russia, announced by Mr. Gladstone, was 
concluded to-day. It resulted in the decision 
of the cabinet not to insist upon the withdrawal] 
of the Russian troops ‘rom the outposts during 
the deliberations of the joint commigsion. 
jeron De Staal agg sent a denial to Earl 
Granville amd M, De Giers ot the report that 
troops were concentrated at Askabad. He 
also protested against the preparations for war 
whicb, it ia reported, are now being made in 
Ergland, and the demonstrations upon the 
Indian frontier, which, he said, were calculated 
to lessen the chances of an amicable settlement 
consequent Upon an agreement.

from such parties as he could catch, under threats 
ofinforming against them. He succeeded in his 
efforts in that direction on Washington Anderson 
and a Mrs, Beechuer, of;Augusta. After both An- 
derson and Mrs. Beechner had paid him the money 
they reported the matter to United States Com mis- 
sioner Levy and the district attorney, who insti- 
tuted a prosecution against Mason and an alleged 
coniederate named Collins Cochran. Mason was 
indicted under the statutes for falsely representing 
himselt as a revenue officer, aud fraudulently ex- 
torting money as such, upon which he was tried 
at the last term of the circuit court and ac- 
quitted, the witnesses for the government having 
testified that Mason represented himself to be a 
United States detective,and that he did not say 
he was a revenue officer. The district attorney 
had, however, filed an information against him 
under another section of the statute which makes 
ita crime to obtain money under a threat of in- 
forming, and on this he was convicted at the trial 
yesterday. The prisoner was senten to six 
months’ imprisonment in Chatham cou ty jail 
and to paya fine of $1,000 and the costs of the 
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rosecution. The sentence of the court was one- 
wei the maximum penalty provided by the 
statute.

Last Friday afternoon it was the pleasure of 
the editor of the Journal to accompany the 
urbane and gentlemanly Dr. R. G. Jones to 
his farm, situated about two miles from Daw- 
son. The doctor farms scientifically, and 
consequently successfully. He prepares his 
ground theroughly and puts it in an 
excellent condition to receive the seéds. 
All of the corn stalks of the last year’s 
crop are piled and burned, and a field of one 
hundred or more acres looks almost as clean 
and as clear of trash as a front yard in the 
most fashionable part of thecity. During the 
last three years the doctor has had removed 
from his fields 13,000 stumps, and we saw one 
field of over a hundred acres in which there 
was not a single stump to be found. In one 
field he will plant 20 acres in cotton from 
which he is confident -of realizing 20 bales. 
He planted the same ground in corn last year, 
and made 30 bushels to the acre by actual 
measurement. For bothcorn and cotton he 
makes his drills four feet apart. He has one 
hundred and fiveacres in oats. The stand 
could not be better, and the oats are beauti- 
ful. 

The doctor is experimenting with the Le- 
Conte pear. He has twenty-five trees planted 
from which he has taken seventy. cuttings.

LOCAL CURRENCY, 

The Boston Journal, like the Cleveland 
Herald, refuses to sympathize with the pro- 
position of Ture Constitution that the tax of 
10 percent on the circulation of the state 
banks be repealed, so that the people of the 
states may have the advantage (if they desire 
such adyantage) of a local currency.

“wouldenable a corporation to issue its notes as 
money without any provision for their redemp- 
tion. It is the wildest scheme of wildcat banking 
ever promulgated, as the old wildcat cr state bank 
did make some pretention of redeeming its notes, 
This proposition would authorize a corporation to 
pay its employes in its promises-to-pay, but who 
would take them in payment for fool, clothing 
or debts? The local trader who buys his goods in 
Sayanneh, Atlanta, Baltimore, New York and

‘The poor man 
having nothing to seli but his labor, and being 
obliged to sell that, would be compelled to take 
an irredeemable rag money, but he could not ex- 
change it at its face for food or clothing, or even 
to pay forrent orland. The state would be flood- 
ed with such paper, driving lawful money from 
circulation. Three or four times a year corpora- 
tious doing business upon such an extended cred- 
it would fail, and the poor people who had taken 
it for farm produce or labor, and who would hold 
it because they could get no other, would be de- 
frauded of hundreds of thousands of -iollars, In- 
stead of the local banks paying a tax of 10 per cent 
on their circulation a much higher would be im- 
posed upon the labor of the south, and, in fact, of 
large sections of the country. Daniel Webster said 
years ago that in all the werld there was no such 
device for robbing the people as an irredeemabie 
currency. 

It will be seen that our esteemed boston 
contemporary is attempting tooverwhelm us 
with a series of assumptions thai ere abso- 
jutely baseless. We know of no reason, for 
instance, why a state bank should be calleda 
wildcat bank. Our people have suffered much 
heavier losses, and a creat deal more incon- 
venience from the ms ‘pulation of finances 
that our present | icking system renders 
possible inan they ever did from the opera- 
tions of state banks. As we had occasion to 
point out a few days ago, the old state bank 
of Georgia, with its branches all over Geor- 
gia, was as safe an institution as any national 
bank that our Boston contemporary can 
name.

Tuk ATLANTA CONSTITUTION has been prema- 
turely moved by the anticipated simplicity of the 
president in social matters to say that “We need 
men in the exegutive chair who can afford to sit 
on the front steps of the white house with their 
coats off.’ And now we are told that Mr. Cleve- 
land has retained the exquisite chef Fortin of 
President Arthur, and is thus presumably dispos- 
ed to give good dinners, such as a “high-toned”’ 
southerner would not, nor would he be allowed to, 
sit down toin his shirt sleeves. That is to say, 
this talk that a presidentof the United States 
ehould saw his own wood, or lounge with unblack- 
ed beots about the capitol, is simply nonsense, Mr. 
leveland will have the courage of his office, it is 
to be hoped. And if General Jackson smoked a 
corn-cop pipe in the white house, he was no great- 
er or better man therefor. Politeness and a sense 
of the fitness of things are not incompatible with 
patriotism. In thus forestalling as excusing in- 
decorum, we doubt not THe CoNsTITUTION has as 
much mistaken President Cleveland as it has the 
sentiment of the American people.

WESTERN NORTH CAROLINA. 

The Western North Carolina railroad is 
completed to the Nantahala, but not much 
work has been done on the gap between that 
stream and Murphy in Cherokee county, the 
southwestern county and corner of the old 
north state. The Richmond and Danville 
people have, under their contract with the 
state of North Carolina, kept a small force at 
work, but the construction has lagged, and 
the railroad authorities had become dissatis- 
fied. To help them out a bill was devised 
grenting certain privileges, especially in re- 
Jation to the manner of paying for convict 
labor, and this bill has passed both branches 
of the legislature and is a law. It is alto- 
gether acceptable to the railroad company, 
and a full force of hands is to be put at work 
within forty days to fillthe gap. The people 
of North Carolina are inclined to: congratu- 
late themselves upon the near coenipletion of 
the road io Murphy. 

The Western North Carolina road gives 
access to and affords an outlet from almost 
every portion of the western part of the state, 
The entire mountain section is drained by it. 
Al the summer resorts of the Land of the Sky 
are reached by it, and Ash« ville, the mountaia 
center, bas no other road.

It 
will place within reach the very articles that 
our customers further south need. It will 
render this city more central and secure in 
its trade position. It gives us another Kast 
Tepnessee to draw supplies from, with the 
advantage of less competition. No event 
since the opening of the Georgia Pacific road 
bas bad such a bearing upon Atlanta's trade 
and prosperity as the opening of a line 
straight to the heart of western North Caro- 
lina will have. Let us hope the Marietta

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FLORIDA ORANGES ABROAD. 

A Boston firm shipped in February 100 
boxes of Florida oranges to Liverpool, select- 
ing large oranges and carefully repacking the 
entire lot. The cost, laid down in Liverpool, 
was $3 75 a box, each box containing from % 
to 148 oranges. It was the first commercial 
shipment of Florida oranges beyor*t the 
ocean. 

The consignee in Liverpool was instructed 
not to sell them at auction, but to distridute 
them among dealers having American cus- 
tomers, the result was, the venture 
cleared expenses. Florida oranges cannot be 
soldin Liverpool aslow as Mediterranean 
oranges can be, but Florida oranges are 
sweet, whereas the rival fruit is sour. The 

3oston firm that made the experiment pro- 
poses next year to ship Florida oranges regu- 
larly, as soon as the season opens, and they 
expect to derive from the trade a fair profit. 

Boston, in fact, proposes to control the ex- 
port trade in Florida oranges. It is very deep 
in the shipment of apples, a business that has 
grown up in a few years to enormous propor- 
tions. J)uring the past winter 715,916 barrels 
of apples were sent to Europe, nearly half 
the whole quantity going from Boston, That 
pushing city now proposes to find an export 
market in the long run for as many oranges, 
and if its commercial dreamsare realized, 
the shipment of the 100 boxes will rise toa 
historic event.

Joseph Cook on the Negro Problem. 

Boston's great thunderer, the Rev. Joseph Cook, 
has at last tackled the negro problem. Mr. Cook 
failsto rise above his surroundings. His powers 
are contracted by the “‘pentup Utica’ in which he 
lives, He submits passively to the conditions of 
his environment. 

Mr. Cook’s views will not be considered a valua- 
ble addition to our political and sociological liter- 
ature, but as a part of the current news of the day 
they deserve a fair summary in these columns, He 
starts out with the declaration that there has 
never been a greatand enduring white race in a 
land where the snow never falls. Powerful bronze 
races have existed in regions of perpetual summer, 
and strong back races have grown up under the 
tropics. The gulf area of the south cannot bere 
organized. The climate forbids it. A north can- 
not be made out of the south. Inacertain fringe 
ol territory the white race will always deteriorate 
and the black race will flourish. Following ‘that 
isothermal line around the world, no great city 
can be found built up by the strength of the white 
race, Liberal contributions from the United States 
may give vigor to New Orleans. The river system 
favors that city, but the railroad system and the 
climate are against her. There is a popular dream 
that the hardy Saxon willreach out and cover 
Mexico aud Central America, butit is alla dream. 
In the southern climate the vigoroi New Eag- 
land flags and dies. In the seven 
states where the blacks are chiefly found they in- 
creased in the decade ending with 1880 thirty-five 
per cent, while the whites increased only twenty 
percent. Ini920 there will be 30,000,000 blacks in 
thiscountry. They will not spread throughout 
the north. They will not emigrate to Africa. They 
will not amalgamate. The mulatto will die out 
and the pure black will be the coming type about 
the gulf. The blacks will concentrate in’one 
gion of this country and the whites will disappear. 

This willdo. It will be seen that Mr. Cook 
travels alopg the pathway marked out by Judge 
Tourgee in his‘*Appeal to Cesar,’’and there isalsoa 
flavor of ‘The Freedman’s Case in Equity’’ about 
certain portions of his address. It has already 
been clearly and conclusively shown that Mr. 
Cook’s figures as to the relative increase of the 
races are entirely incorrect. It is absurd to com- 
pare the results of the census of 1880 with the care- 
less and fraudulent census of 1870. The hardest 
hitis the blow directed at New Orleans.

THE BAST TENNESSEE ENGINBERS 
LEAVE THEIR BOXES. 


The Brunswick Division of the East Tenuessse, Vir- 
ginia anc Georgia Minus Engineers—Superin- 
tendent Fry in Macon—The Probable 
Cutceme Balked by ths Brotherhood 


Macon, Ga., March 13.—{Special.]}--The deveiep 
ments in the differences between the engineers 
and the authorities of the East Tennessee, Virginia 
and Georgia railroad have been watcheé to-day 
with mueh interest. The citizens of ‘Macon have 
been loth to see the trouble culminate ina strike, 
and neitber the engineers nor the road desired that 
the matter should take that direction. 

A pumber of the engineers were interyiewod 
early thismornipg. Some fully indorsed the action 
of Mr. Joe Porter, while others thought he had 
acted bastily. It was evident that the mem were 
not agreed among themselves as to what ought to 
be done, and that all were anxious that a strike 
should be averted. Mr. Porter, however, was firm 
in his purpose to have the suspended and dis- 
charged engineers restored to their places, 

When Superintendent Fry telegraphed last 
night thet he could not come to Macon, Mr. Porter 
replied, asking an interview with him. Not being 
able to obtain an interview with him, he notified 
Mr. Fry that unless hecame to Macon by this 
this morning’s train, or acceded tothe demands 
of the discharged engineers, a strike of all the 
brotherhood engineers on the Macon and Bruns- 
wick division of the road would be ordered with- 
in twelve hours. He did not come, and refused 
positively to accede to the engineers’ demands. 

Mr. Porter said at the depot this morning that 
he would send a man down the road to notify all 
engineers out on runsof theimpending strike. 
He also said that the men would be instructed to 
leave their engines at whatever point they m‘gat 
be the instant the order forthe strike to begin 
should be given. 

The officers of the road refused to talk, but they 
all seemed serene, and it was known that they had 
com pleted arrangements to supply the place of all 
engineers that should join in the strike. A num- 
ber of engineers on the road are not members of 
the brotherhood and, of course, stood bythe au- 
thorities. It was Said, also, that some of the 
brotherhood men wéuld refuse to join thestrikers. 

During the day an account of the trouble was 
telegraphed to Chief Engineer Arthur, and his 
advice asked. Mr. Arthur authorized Mr. Porter 
to act as he thought best. 

To-night Superintendent Fry, accompanied by 
his secretary, Mr. Koun, arrived inthecity. He 
declined to enter into a discussion of the case with 
Mr. Porter, but said that he was ready to hear the 
cischarged menif they wished to make a state- 


ment. 
A STRIKE ORDERED, 


Mr. Porter at once ordered the sttike to begin 
and at eizhto’clock all the brootherhood engineers 
left the service of the .road. There was no delay 
inthe night passenger train for Brunswick, Mr. 
Fry having brought an engineer from Atlanta to 
Carry it out. Provision has been 
made for sending out the morning passenger train 
for Jesup, but all other trains will be side tracked 
ubtil engineers can be obtained. r. Fry will not 
undertake to run trains with inexperlenced men, 
being determined to do nothing that will endan- 
ger the safety of passengers or property entrusted 
to the care of his road. A few days will be re- 
quired to employ competent engineers, during 
which time business will be practically suspended, 
The interference with business will, of course, be 
serious, but it cannot be avoided, and will be 
remedied as speedily as possible. 

The authorities of the road are firm in their po- 
sition, Claiming thatany other course than that 
pursued by them would Lave destroyed all dis- 
cipline. The strikers are equally as firm. Some 
of them are outspoken in condemnation of the 
autborities, but others regret the strike and do not 
take a rosy view of the future, ‘

The verses were showm 
to Dr. John Alford, who procured a copy, and, 
either by accident or intention, dropped a copy im 
the Royal college of surgeons, where they were 
found. The author is still living at the ripe age 
of 74.

IRON IN BIRMINGHAM, 
Observaticns ona Very Important Topic to 


the South, 

PIEMINGHAM, Ala.,, March 7.—Editors Conati- 
tuticon—The recent report on the iroa 
industry of the/south, made by Mr. Bent- 
ly, Of Youngstown, O., to the northern iroa 


makers, editorial allusion to which being made in 
the issue of your journal of 6th inst, brings up 
“At what price can pig iron 
be manufactured in the Birmingham disrrict?’ 

it is not my purpose to attempt an ans wer 
important question, but merely to give a few ob- 
Bcrvations bearing upon it. 

Without speaking with absolute certainty | 
would say thatit is very evident that Mr. Bently 
adopted the course pursued by all other northern 
millswho huve come into this section secking 
information relative to this question. These pros- 
pectors having heard tliat iron could be produced 
here at ten dollars per ton, decide that they will 
ascertain ior themselves whether or not this be 
true, and at once begin their investigations, which 
almost invariably begin and end in interviews 
with the men who have control of the furnaces. 
Under ordinary circumstancesthis would appear 
to be the most natural and reliable source of 
information; but here in Birmingham 
the opinion has become firmly established that 
the iron makers have a much better thing of it in 
their plants than they would have the public be- 
lieve; and thatthey have adopted the policy of 
concaling the real cost of production. The belief 
is also gaining ground that the furnace companies 
now occupying the field haye determined, as far 
as iies within their power, to prevent others from 
ceming into this district. To accomplish this un- 
dertaking they have bought thousands upon 
thousands of acres of mineral land which they do 
not at present draw upon for a supply.of materials, 
and in all probability never will. These undevel- 
oped lands were bought at alow price, and 
are not offered for sale, lf a 
prospector asks the price it is given himatsucha 
figure that if he were to purchase the seller could 
well afford to retirefrom the iron-making busi- 
nesses, 

The fact that pig iron in large quantities is be- 
ing sold at the net price of $21.50 per ton f. o. b. at 
the furnaces, when one of the leading iron mas- 
ters Of Bismingham testified before the senate la- 
bor and educational committee during its sitting 
in this city, that it cost $11.60 to produce it, has 
aroused much curiosity among thinking people, 
and they have endeavored to figure out how the 
furnaces have remained in blast tbroughouta 
period of the greatest depression ever 
experienced in the iron business, when 
their product was being sold at a figure apparently 
below cost. None of the acquaintances of the 
gentleman referred to would for a moment doubt 
his veracity, but many of them have concluded 
that he must have included in his estimate of cost 
elements of au unusual and extraordinary charac- 
ter. It is now believed that all the fur- 
nace owners include as an item of cost in the 
manufacture of iron interest on the money in- 
vested in those large bodies of land mentioned 
above, These lands, it must be borne in mind, do 
not constitute apart of the plant proper, as they 
are in Many instances widely separated from the 
tracts upon which mining operations are now car- 
ried on.

“Southern irons continue as a disturbing ele- 


ment. They fix the price of a considerable 
amount of Pennsylvania irons, however, 
and to some extent depress the 
whole market, so that no upward 


tendency can be expected so long as they remain 
competitors. Ofcourse it is impossible to judge 
how Jong this kind of competition will continue, 
but the chances are that it will be permanent. 

It is unquestionably true as intimated by Mr. 
Bently that steel cannot be made from Birming- 
bam iron under the Bessemer process, but it is 
equally true that steel can be made from our ores 
under the late Sydney Gilgrist Thomas process of 
dephosphorization, familiarly known as the ‘*basic 
process; and it is the opinion of many of 
the best informed iron men that it is 
‘only a question of time’’ when the process will 


be introduced into the south,

. President Barrios, 

Crry « ¥ Mexico, via Galveston, March 13. 
The Mexican government h& taken decisive 
action against General Barrios, president of 
Guatemala, who has assumed military com- 
mand ofthe Central American republics, Ni- 
caragua, Costa Rica, Honduras, San Salva- 
dor and Guatemala. Onthe 7th instant Pres- 
ident Diez wes notified by Barrios that the 
Guatemala aseembly had declared the union 
of the above mentioned states in one republic, 


On the Mth and 410th President Diaz 
received telegrams from the pres- 
idents of San Salvador, Costa 


Rica and Nicaragua, protesting against this 
attempt on their independence, and on the 
latter date he telegraphed Barries that his 
course was a threat against the independence 
and autonomy of the natiens of this continent, 
Copies of this telegram weré sent t6 the presi- 
aents of San Salvador, Costa Rica and Nica- 
régua,and the contents caused the greatest 
enthusiasm. Thapeople of these republics be- 
lieve that this attitude of the Mexicaitt govern- 
ment will bring Barrios to a halt. The 
president of San Salvador replied to the 
Mexican president, saying that Central 
America would never forget the debt they 
owed Mexico for her noble conduct in their be- 
halfat thistime. The reply also states that 
the merchants of San Sulvador,native and for- 
eign, Lave resolved upon the erection of a 
statue in honor of President Diaz. 

The Gautemalan minister here has with- 
drawn from the position held as minister from 
San Salvador. Senor Mariscal, Mexican min- 
ister of foreign affairs, has informed the min- 
ister from Guatemala that the Mexican gov- 
érbment is obliged, on acconnt of the warlike 
determination, to take measures to protect her 
frontier and national interests, as every pru- 
dent nation must do when its neighbors are 
in &@ state of war.

NEW ORLEANS. 


COM MENTS FROM THEEXPOSITION 
GROUNDS. 


The Exhibits of the Various Indus,*ies—The Spaa- 
& ish Bxperto Grass Concerning Silk Cuiltare - 
A Revolution in Labor-faving Machin- 
ery—An Interesting Letter - Bte. 


New OprLeays, La, March 11gh, 1885.— 
(Correspondence of The Constitution.}—The ex- 
hibits of the various industries arising out of the 
culture, in this and in foreign countries, of the 
various plants for the production of fibra used in 
the manufacture of textile fabrics, form a group 
for instructive study. This exposition inteuded 
as a Centennial celebration cf the first shipment of 
our great southern staple, shows ina very remark: 
able degree what other nations are doing and have 
done with thei:s, and suagests questions it may 
be of advantage to us to solvein relation to our 
Own soil and climate. I shall note afew of these. 
which caught my attention aday or two ago. 
While such exhibits as the soft, glossy, silky glove 
in the Smithsonian department made of fibre 
from a Tennessee river mussel shell, are of no 
consideration to us except as a matter of wonder, 
there are others whose use we are familiar with 
and whore cultivation may be made highly profit- 
able on lands which are now waste. 

I note first the Spanish esparto grass,from which 
ropes, Carpets, baskets and all manner of cordage 
and woven materials are made. It grows in 
bunches of wire shaped stalks. much like the wire 
grass of our longleaf pine belts. It flourishes 
without care or cultivation on the sandy shores 


and gravelly hills of Spain, an it is 
estimated that fully 50,000 persons are 
employed annually along a very smal] 


part of the Spanish coast in its collection and pre- 
aration forshipment. The bunches are uprooted 
rom the loose soil and piled into heaps for forty- 
eight hours. The fibre is obtained by subsequent 
drying, maceration and beating. When prepared 
it is scit, very pliant, of a yellowish brown color 
and silky lustre. Materials made from it have a 
remarkable property of resisting moisture. It has 
been known and used from verv early times alon 
the Mediterranean forship cordage and sails an 
for these purposes it isin as high favor now as in 
the time when the ships of Rome warred with 
those of Carthage for the supremacy of that ialaad 
SER, 

The Arabs use it in the manufacture of many 
househojd articles, even in the vessels intended 
for water and liquid foods, to which it is impervi- 
ous. 

We have all worn ihe famous Panama hats. In 
the Central American exhibits the plant which 
furnishes the article may be seen. The leaves are 
about four feet in diameter and stand out from 
the screw pines from which they shoot much as 
the palmetto leaves of snes and our Georgia 
coast. They are prepared ior use by splitting into 
shreds without separation at the stalk end. 
boiling a short while, then bleaching, The finest 
auality of hats is made from a single leaf, and re- 
qUinwas much as two or three months for its com- 
pletion. ‘ix the Mexican, the Central Ameri- 
can often pee fivecimes as much into a hat 
as into all the rest of histxthing combined, if we 
except Dis spurs, 

With flax and jute we are more eee and 
more interested, not with their cultivationas we 
sheuld be, but with their adaptability to the tre 
cessities of our climate and its preductions. We 
use millions of one for various articles of our dress 
and as much of the other in the bagging that en- 
cases Our southern staple for the market, Flax 
has been cultivated from the earliest times both 
for the fibre of its stalk and for its < Ze 

rincipal supply for the world is produced in 

ussia, England, Holland, Ireland and Spain. The 
ancient Egyptians used it as preven by microscopic 
examination of the fibre of their cloth recent! 
found in .he catacombs A strip of this, thousands 
of years old, may be seen in one corner of my min- 
eral cabinet in the capitol, around the ankk of an 
Egyptian female mummy. There are now twenty- 
eight states and territories where it is cultivated 
more or less, butas yet the American production 
bears no fit proportion to the American consump- 
tion. Jute is taken from the stalk of the Indian 
mallow plant. Calcutta and Bengal export it to 
all parts of the world. It is now being successfully 
cultivated in Mississsppi, Louisiana,South Caro- 
lina.and other southern states,as known from 
statistics and their exhibits here. 


I note next the ramie _ plant, 
which is a variety of the nettle. It has 
been cultivated for ages in China, Japan, 


Incgia, Burmah and the Malay archipelago. The 
prccess Of treatmentior thestalk is similar to 
thatin use for flax, and consists of water retting 
and after treatment by rubbing out the pithy, 
useless matters. England, France and Belgium 
import it largely, but are cultivating it extensive- 
ly to supply the home demand. There are in 
Yorkshire alone, Iam told, seventy large facto- 
ries im operation which consumed last season in 
round numbers sixty five million pounds. Cloth 
made from it resembles the finest nen. The fibre 
is said to be stronger than the best Russian hemp, 
which experiment proves will stand only half as 
much strain as the ramie. Its 
admixture with silk manufactures into 
beautiful goods much prized in China and Singa- 
pore for clothing by the wealthier classes. China 
importations are quoted to-day in the London 
market at sixteen cents per pound. Yarns, stock- 
ings, handkerchiefs and plushes from it are equal 
to apy I have seen. California and Louisiana 
planters have experimented successfully with the 
plant on lands fit for little or nothing else. 

Concerning thesilk culture, it may be said that 
statistics and the exhibits of the statesin the gov 
ernment building, show that while no extensive 
industry bas yet sprung up, it has much more 
than passed the experimental stage. I select as 
arpa the different climates of the union 
Mir 


inesota, California and Louisiana, The 
cocoons and reeled silk from these 
states are beautiful, and from the 


cold climate of the western states the cocoons are 
not surpassed by those from the more congenial 
climates of the Pacific and gulf coasts. I believe 
the conditions for success in this industry arej no 
where more favorable than in Georgia, where, with 
the cultivation of the white mulberry and the care 
that an ordipary merchant devotes to his business, 
it may reach the stage oi a thriving industry. The 
American importations of raw silk in 1880 reached 
the figure of 2,565,200 pounds, mostly from Italy 
and France. China and Japan, where the cultur 
was carried on 2,700 years B, C., 
still control many of the 
world. Foratime the Persians controlled the 
trade and guarded the secrets of silk growth and 
manufacture me pnteen until two monks returned 
from China and introduced the eggs into Europe 
concealed in a hollowcane. Thus was begun an 
industry which has since become the mercantile 
salvation of om ; 

Our late experience regarding cotton, is that the 
manufacturer handling the staple is 7 ay | seek- 
ing the place of its growth as a location for his 
machinery. Should an fagricultural experiment 
station in ourstate prove, as has been done ia 
California and other states, that jute, ramie, flax, 
ard silk, are congenial toour climate and soil, 
profits may be made on their production, as in 
the past on cotton, by shipments north until suco 
time as home supply shall commaad home manu- 
facture. 

But the state must first make exhaustive experi- 
ment and then lead the private citizen and farmer. 
The history of the industries of Spanish flax, of 
Italian silk, of French beet sugar shows what ad- 
vyantege accrues to a people through careful ex- 

eriment, too expensive to be undertaken except 
y state authority. 

In conclusion a few thoughts suggest themselves 
while I write. The machinery department here 
has impressed me with the fact that labor saving 
machinery will cause a revolution in many of our 
jndustries ana methods. A type-setting machine 


is claimed to do the work of thirty 
men, A grain- weighing machine at 
an elevator, measures and records 


on an index 24,000 bushels of wheat per day and a 
shingle machine handled by one man, cuts 300,000 
shingles in the same time. Wecannot note these 
things and avoid the question, To what will the 
labor thus discharged from service repair? There 
is but one answer. We must develop our natural 
resources, We must go to our forests, our mines, 
our soil, our water powers. The state, we > 
some department, must survey the field. She 
must show whatcan be done on land that has 
never done it before. She must find out where 
ber minerals are, and what theyare, and show to 
the capitalist and the miner where to look for the 
raw materials they want. All of our business 


interests are directly or indirectly concerned. No 


bserving man can Visit this great exposition and 
be not convinced that the state that stands 
in these matters will fast lose ground, while 
“x.

BERRIEN L. BROOKS SENDS ABALL 
THROUGH HIS BODY, 
___————— 

A Young Bockkeeper Grows Despondent Because of 
His Mother’s Death, and Ends His Life~He 
Passes His Last Night Prepsring an Es- 
say, to be Read Before a Club. 


“If I could only recall this foolish act,” said 
Berrien L. Brooks yesterday morning, as Dr. 
Pinckney was bending over him trying to 
staunch the flow of blood from a bullet hole 
in his left side. 

Berrien L. Brooks was a young man well 
known in Atlanta. For years past he has 
been bookkeeper for J, Regenstein, the milli- 
ner, on Whitehall street, but this morning his 
inanimate body rests in a coffin at No. 20 Gil- 
mer street, awaiting a burial. 

For several] months Brooks has been occu- 
pying a room at 20 Gilmer street. Mr, Thomas 
Arnold, one of the book-keepers at W. M. & R. 
J. Lowry’s bank, was his room mate. These 
two young men, of congenial tastes, and 
habits, were strong friends and passed a great 


deal of their idle time in each other’s compa- 
ny. Night before last Brooks 
WENT TO HIS ROOM 

about seven o’clock, and in a few minutes Mr. 
Arnold ceme in. Mr. Arnold is a member of 
the Governor’s Horse Guard,and after remain- 
ing with Brooks a short while arose and took 
his departure, saying that he was going to 
attend a drill. Brooks bade Mr. Arnold good 
bye, and, picking up a pencil, began writing 
in a nete book. 

Mr. Arnold remajned at the armory until 
about ten o’clock, and then went to his room. 
When he entered the door Brooks was 

SITTING UP IN BED, 
having retired—writing in the same note book. 
As Mr. Arnold entered the door Brooks looked 
up, and with a pleasant smile on his face, re- 
merked: 

“Ah! Here comes the warrior bold.” 

Mr. Arnold replied pleasantly, and then the 
two friends entered into a conversation which 
continued even after Mr. Arnold had extin- 
guished the light and retired. Mr. Arnold fell 
asleep leaving his friend awake. Some time 
after going to sleep Mr. Arnold awoke to find 
the 

LAMP BURNING, 
and his friend sitting up in bed writing again. 
This was something unusual for Brooks, and 
Mr. Arnold asked: 

‘“What’s the matter, Brooks? Why don’t 
you put out the light and go to sleep?” 

“Oh, nothing,’’ answered Brooks. ‘1 can’t 
sleep, and I thought 1’d write some.” 

Socn after this Mr. Arnold fell asleep again, 
leaving his bedfellow busy with his pencil 
end book. Later in the night Mr. Arnold 
awoke, the second time only to find his com- 
panion still writing. Again he fell asleep and 
again he awoke. ‘The last time 

WAS ABOUT TWO O'CLOCK, 
and when Mr. Arnold egain went to sleep he 
slept until after daylight. When he awoke 
this time he arose and began to dress. Brooks 
was then asleep, or #ppeared to be asleep, and 
in silence Mr. Arnold dressed. When through 
dressing he walked into a room adjoining his 
bedroom to put away some papers, Ile was 
out of the room only a minute or two when he 
heard a pistol shot. The shot appeared to be 
on the street in front of the house, and with a 
view to looking through the front window Mr. 
Arnold hurried back mto his bedroom. The 
bed was 
NEAR THE DOOR 
through which he had reached the small room, 
and so certain was Mr. Arnold that the shotjhad 
been fired on the street that he passed entirely 
by the bed before he observed that his friend 
was lying acrossit. Probably Mr. Arnold 
would not have noticed this but for a groan 
which attracted his attention and caused him 
to see his friend. Brooks’s face, position and 
the groan sentachill through Mr..Arnold, 
and he quickly realized that the shot he heard 
had been fired in his room. A second glance 
at Brooks showed Mr. Arnold 
A STREAM OF BLOOD 
flowing down the ieft side, and a pistol 
grasped in the right band. Springing forward 
Mr. Arnold exclaimed: 

‘‘My God, Brooks, what’s the matter? Have 
you shot yourself?” 

Brooks’s only answer was a pleasant smile. 
Then his eyes left Mr. Arnold’s face and 
turned towards the pistol, which was yet 
grasped in his right hand—lying on the bed. 
The glance seemed to say: 

“See; I have doneit. Take the pistol.” 

Mr. Arnold placed his arm tenderly under 
Brooks’s heed 

AND RAISING IT 
up placed @ pillow underneath. He then gave 
the alarm. Some one in the house responded 
and a messenger was hurriedly sent for a phy- 
siclan. This was about half past eight o’clock 
and in a short while Dr. Pinckney responded. 
Immediately after Dr. Pinckney came in Drs. 
Harris and Green followed, The three phy- 
sicians gave the wound a careful examination. 
The bali entered 

THE LEFT BREAST 

near the nipple and passing downward lodged 
near the spinal column. The physicians ob- 
served ata glance thatthe heart had not been 
touched but they were unanimous in the be- 
lief that the wound was fatal. 

Brooks was perfectly conscious. He watch- 
ed the physicians closely as they examined 
the wound and listened attentively to all that 
was said by those about. He seemed torealize 
thet he hed struck a fatal blow and frequently 
expressed a 

REGRET FOR WHAT HE HAD DONE. 

When Dr. Pickney mformed him that his 
wound was a dangerous one he said: 

“Well, if I must die I can’t help it. ButifI 
had had a good night’s rest last night this 
would not have happened.” 2 

He did not seem to sufler one bit. He was 
bright and cheertul and appeared resigned to 
death. He lingered untif half past twelve 
when hedied. His death was easy and tran- 
guil. Just before 

BREATHING EIS LAST 
he called Mr. Arnold to his bedside and said: 

‘Tom, tell Mr. Regenstein that the books 
are allright. Ask him not to be bothered, 
for he will find them straight when he exam- 
ines them, as I know he will now. Good-bye, 
Tom, old friend.” 

He then turned over anddied. The parting 
between the two friends, so long roommates 
and intimate associates, was touching in the 
extreme. 

No cause can be assigned for the suicidal 
act. Mr. Arnold, who was Brooks’s most in- 
timate friend, knows no cause. Yetthere is a 
chain of circumstances leading up to the deed. 
In December last Brooks’s mother died. He 
was 

GREATLY DEVOTED TO HIS MOTHER. 

She had had considerable trouble durin 

her life, and his one aim,after he had attaine 

his manhood, was to make her happy. Dur- 
jing her 1Jlness he gave up his ition and 
nursed her until death came. er death al- 
most drove herson mad. For weeks after it 
occurred he remained alone in _ the 
room in which she died, and would not see or 
talk with anyone. He had supported his 
mother. Her illness and death put him in 
debt, and to meet his obligations he attempted 
to sell a house and lot belonging to his mother. 
His mother’s husband—from whom she was 
separated during the last few years of life, 
objected to the sale. This made Brooks de- 
spondent and added to his grief. For days 
he would nder over what he 
called _his ed luck, His friends 
would do all they could to make him forget 
bis troubles, but without any effect. He was 
a bright, well educated young man, and was 
reputed to be one ofthe best accountants in 
the city. He was president of the Hubner 
literary club, and gained considerable repute- 
tion as an elocutionist. His last night was 
pested in prepering an essay to be read at the 
club to-night. He was a young man of merit 
and/his suicide hes created a general regret. 

The piste] with which Brooks killed himself 
belonged to Mr. Arnold. It had been lying 
on a table in the room for weeks. It is thought 
that Brooks got up and secured the pistol im- 
mediately after Mr. Arnold left the room, and 
returning to the bed shot himself. The pistol 
wes a thirty-eight, aro. 

Mr. Arnold, who has been Brooks’ life-long. 
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friend, took charge of the remains. He and 

edead man were the warmest friends, and 
noone feltthe death half so keenly as the 
friend. Brooks was an Odd Fellow and will 
be buried by his lodge: to-morrow. To-day 
Coronor Haynes wil! hold an inquest. 

The body was ne ge for burial by Swift, 
the undertaker. After death, the ball was 
found just under the skin, near the spine, 
about midway of his back. 


THREATENED WITH A STRIKE. 


The East Tennessee Men Talking About 
Going Out with the Strikers. 


Atlanta may be the centre of a strike 
among railroad men within the next few 


— 

‘umors were current yesterday of thecon- 
templated strike. It was said that within the 
next few days the East Tennessee men would 
go out, and that the Georgia Pacific men 
would follow and that the State road 
would not remain at work long after the 
Georgia Pacific force quit. Several causes were 
assigned for the rumored strike. One was in- 
sufficient pay, another was a sympathy for 
the western efrikers, another was on account 
of disagreeable superintendents, and another 
was because of the brotherhood agreement. 

The rumors were picked up by aCoxstiTvTI0N 
reporter and investigated. In the state road 
yard the question of a strike had been dis- 
cussed but 

NO FORMAL ACTION 
hed been taken. Noone could be found who 
would be responsible for the sumor. Every 
one who had. heard it could not tell from 
whence itcame. Captain Dave Wylie, the yard 
master, was approached and asked about the 
rumors, Captain Wylie said; 

“‘] have heard rumors of a strike, but none 
relating to ourroad. 1 can’t see why our men 
should strike. They all have plenty of work 
to do and I believe get fair pay for it. Atleast 
I have heard nothing to the contrary as far as 
this road is concerned.”’ 

“But how about that reduction in pay?” 

“O, that was nearly a year ago. Our pay 
was reduced then. All men drawing a salary 
of fifty dollars per month were cut down ten 
per cent, and all drawing a salary over fifty 


collars were cut down filteen percent. Since 
then five per cent has been restored. I can’t 


see why they should strike, In fact I don’t 
anticipate any such thing.”’ 
THE GEORGIA PACIFIC, 

The Georgia Pacific men denied any knowl- 
edge ofa strike. In the yards the men admit- 
ted having heard the rumors but could not tell 
from whence they came. 

With the East Tennessee the strike seems 
foreshadowed, The trouble -began in the 
Brunswick division of the road. So far the 
strike has not become general evenin that 
division, but there is a possibility that it will. 
The men have been stopping off quietly. In 
the yards in Atlanta the men are looking for 
a strike, and many of them say they will 
welcome it when itcomes Some of them ap- 
pear to know why they want the strike, 
while others seem to want it for the fun only. 
It is declared by some of the men that bad 
and poor pay is the “seg cause. Uncer- 
tainty of work, irregular work, and overwork 
are added to this cause. The officials of the 
road, however, give entirely a different view 
of the case. hey say that the strike cannot 
extend to the Atlanta division unless 

THE MEN ARE FOOLISH. 

From what the officials say, the trouble on 
the Brunswick division grew out ofa disagree- 
ment between Master of Trains Garner and 
Engineer Brown. It1s said that the engineer 
disregarded an order he had received to stop 
at Lumber Cily, a station half way between 
Macon and Brunswick, and that he was dealt 
with by Mr. Garner. The brotherhood, it is 


asserted, demanded that Mr. Garner 
should revoke his order relative 
to Engineer Brown. Mr. Garner 


refused to comply, and several men quit 
work. The conference held in Macon Taurs- 
dey was in regard to the Garner-Brown 
matter. 

One of the old employes of the road says 
that the trouble did not originate about Mr. 
Garner’s dealing with Engineer Brown. He 
says that the road pays by the mile, and 
makes a man’s work so that he cannot do a 
day’s work in twenty-four hours. 


TWO LUNATICS, 


A Dangerous Young Man to go to the Asy- 
lum—A Crazy Negress,. 

Yesterday Samuel B. Hendrix, a young 
white man, was tried before Judge Calhoun on 
a writ of lunacy and was adjudged insane. 
Hendrix is the young fellow who assaulted 
apd wounded a young lady on Taylor’s hill 
some months ago. He was convicted of as- 
sault with intent to murder and was sentenced 
to the penitentiary. The supreme court 
affirmed the judgment and Hendrix was in @ 
fair way to get in the chaingang. Friends 
interposed in his behalf and have 
appealed to the governor to send him to the 
asylum. At the trial yesterday it appeared 
clearly that Hendrix was off balance. The
